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Paris dub reschedules Egypt debt 

PARIS (AP) — Egypt’s Western creditor governments agreed Friday to 
reschedule about 512 billion of the country's debt falling due between 
January 1987 and June 19SS, diplomatic sources said Friday. The amount 
includes arrears and covers 100 per cent of principal and interest payments 
felling due in the consolidation period, the sources said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. Details were not immediately available. The 
rescheduling accord satisfies most of the debt relief measures sought be 
the Egyptian delegation at the two-day meeting, participants said. The 
Paris dub is an informal group of representatives from creditor govern- 
ments that meets regularly to examine debt-rescheduling requests from 
cash-strapped nations. Egypt's total foreign debt is almost $40 billion. 
Last week the International Monetary Fund (IMF) accepted a compre- 
hensive programme of economic changes that cleared the way for $325 
million in IMF credits.

U.N. force to 
remain in Golan 

UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Syria and Israel have accepted 
Seomry General Javier Perez 
de’ Cuellar’s proposal to keep 
U.N. troops in the Golan Heights 
another six months, until Nov. 
30. In a written report, Mr. Perez 
de Cuellar told the Security 
Council, that the continued pre- 
sence of the disengagement 
observer force, known by foe 
acronym UNDOF, was essential.

SIDON, Lebanon (Agencies) — Israel has 
reinforced its military presence at the self- 
declared “security zone” in South Lebanon 
and started destroying a village nearby, 
independent sources and residents said 
Friday. 


“There are more (Israeli) 
troops than usual in and around 
villages in the security zone,” said 
one. Israeli reinforcements had 
been spotted near Kfar Tibnit 
village, 10 kilometres from the 
border, the sources, quoted by 
Reuter, said. 

An Israeli military source in 
Tel Aviv said several bouses were 
demolished in the village of 
Amo lot as the Israeli army went 
on alert against an expected 
escalation in guerrilla attacks. 

Beirut Radio stations also re- 
ported that Israel was im- 
plementing a threat to raze the 
village. 

President Amin Gemayel on 
Friday requested prompt U.N. 
Security Council action to pre- 
vent Israel from carrying out its 
threat. 

A presidential spokesman said 


Mr. Gemayel instructed Leba- 
non’s U.N. ambassador, Rashid 
Fakhoiny, “to request Security 
Council action on the Israeli 
threat.” 

Mr. Gemayel was also meeting 
the ambassadors of the five 
permanent members of the coun- 
cil, the United States, the Soviet 
Union, China, Britain and 
France, to urge “swift action” by 
the council, added the spbesman. 

Mayor Rida Marouni of the 
village of Arnoun said Israeli 
troops entered the village Thurs- 
day and told its 3, (XX) inhabitants 
to leave within 72 hours. 

“The Israeli force warned it 
was about to knock down all 
houses in the village,” Mr. 
Marouni said in a cable to police 
and government officials in 
Beirut 

Police said the Israelis held Mr. 


' Marouni responsible for guerrilla 
attacks against Israel from 
Arnoun. 

During the night Israeli war- 
planes staged mock raids over 
Palestinian refugee camps in the 
southern port cities of Si don and 
Tyre. 

Helicopter gunships dropped 
parachute flares and waves of 
tighter bombers buzzed the 
camps, police said. Guerrillas 
sounded air raid sirens and 
opened up with anti-aircraft fire. 

Israeli gunboats cruised in the 
Mediterranean off the coast of 
both cities as the jets crashed the 
sound barrier during the mock 
raids, according to the police. 

Beirut newspapers published 
an appeal from the people of 
Arnoun to U.N. Secretary- 
Genera! Javier Perez de Cuellar 
to stop “barbaric Israeli prac- 
tices. 

Am a! chief Bern spoke by tele- 
phone with President Gemayel 
Thursday night about events in 
the south, breaking his 14-month 
boycott of the Christian leader. 

Official sources said Mr. 
Gemayel asked the 5,800-man 
U.N. Interim Force In Lebanon 
to send observers to Arnoun. 


Reagan defends American 
military presence in Gulf 


MAYPORT, Florida (Agencies) 
— U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan, mourning those killed in 
the attack on the USS Stark, said 
Friday an American naval pre- 
sence in the oil-rich Gulf region 
was essential to world security. 

“Were a hostile power ever to 
dominate this strategic region and 
its resources, it would become a 
chokepoint for freedom — that of 
our allies and our own,” he said. 

Thirty-seven sailors were killed 
and 22 wounded Sunday when 
the frigate Stark came under an 
Iraqi missile attack as it patrolled 
the waters of the Gulf — pan of 
the war zone in the nearly seven- 
year-old conflict between Iran 
and Iraq. 

In a letter of condolence to Mr. 
Reagan, Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein, who has agreed in prin- 
ciple to pay compensation, 
termed the attack a “grievous and 
unintentional incident.” 

“I would like to express to you 
once again my condolences and 
feelings of grief,” said President 
Hussein. “May I also ask you to 


convey my heartfelt condolences 
to the families of the victims as 
they bid their dear ones a last 
farewell.” 

Mr. Reagan, who was accom- 
panied by his wife Nancy at a 
memorial service for the dead 
crewmembers at the crippled ves- 
sel’s homeport, said their valour 
helped preserve peace and 
freedom. 

“There is a reason why, since 
1949, American ships have pat- 
■ rolled the Gulf,” he said. “It is a 
region that is a crossroads for 
three continents and the starting 
place for the oil that is the lifeb- 
lood of much of the world eco- 
nomy, especially those of our 
allies iu Europe. 

Mr. Reagan, who has ordered 
the seven-ship naval task force of 
which the Stark was a part to 
protect 11 Kuwaifi tankers which 
will soon fly the American flag, 
said America cannot shirk its 
responsibility ‘‘to stand for free- 
dom until freedom can stand 
alone.” .

PARIS (R) — President Francois 
Mitterrand said Friday France 
would set no preconditions for 
backing a superpower accord on 
removing medium-range and 
shorter- range nuclear missiles 
from Europe. 

Speaking at a news conference 
with West German Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl after two days of 
talks, Mr. Mitterrand said that 
hammering out a common Euro- 
pean response to the proposed 
agreement now depened on 
Bonn. 

Dr. Kohl, whose governing 
coalition is split on how to re- 
spond to the offer, reiterated that 
his government would state its 
position mi June 4. 

Referring to the “double zero 
option” under which Moscow and 
Washington would eliminate nuc- 
lear missiles in the medium and 
shorter ranges, Mr. Mitterrand 
said: 

“It is a good initiative by the 
Soviet and American leaders to 
have agreed on this.” 

He said France had no precon- 
ditions to accepting the proposal, 
though be said it would be logical - 
to continue die disarmament pro- 
cess with new categories of 
weapons. 

“When you disarm by steps 
you cannot set preconditions for 
.the whole," he added. 

Mr. Mitterrand’s announce- 


ment marked a sharp contrast 
with Prime Minister Jacques 
Chirac, who had expressed “very 
strong reservations” on the 
grounds it would expose the west 
to Soviet superiority in coven- 
tional and chemical weapons. 

But the president asserted his 
primacy over the prune minister, 
saying “France speaks with one 
voice.” 

Mr. Mitterrand, a socialist, and 
Mr. Chirac, a Gaullist, have vied 
behind the scenes since a con- 
servative coalition won the gener- 
al election in March last year. 

The French president said 
France and Britain were now in 
broad agreement over the double 
zero option, but the debate would 
not be finished until West Ger- 
many had worked out its re- 
sponse. 

Western leaders want to adopt 
a formal response by June 11 
when NATO foreign ministers 
meet in Reykjavik, Iceland. The 
United States has, however, 
hinted it could go ahead with a 
deal even without a European 
consensus. 

Chancellor Kohl has refused to 
endorse the offer, saying it will 
undermine Western security and 
leave uncontrolled the shortest 
range of nuclear weapons, the 
so-called battlefield arms, which 
pose the greatest threat to West 
Germany. 


WASHINGTON (R) — A for- 
mer top Israeli diplomat said he 
would leave the United States 
without testifying on Friday be- 
fore the grand jury investigating 
the Iran arms scandal. 

David Kimche, who played a 
key role in initiating the first arms 
shipments to Iran in 1985, told 
reporters he was leaving the 
country to return to Israel. 

Mr. Kimche, the former direc- 
tor general of the Israeli foreign 
ministry, said he would not be 
testifying Friday, but that his 
testimony later was under consid- 
eration. 

Special prosecutor Lawrence 
Walsh, who has been conducting 
a criminal investigation into the 
Iran arms scandal, subpoenaed 
Mr. Kimche to testify before the 
grand jury, but Israel ordered 
him not to give evidence (See 
page 2). 

Mr. Kimche talked to reporters 
outside the courthouse after a 
two-hour hearing behind dosed 
doors on his motion to throw out 
the subpoena that would have 
forced him to testify on his 
alleged role in the Iran arms 
scandal. 


Israelis 
shoot and 
kill Arab 
in Gaza 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli soldiers shot 
dead a Palestinian in the occupied 
Gaza Strip Friday after he 
allegedly set off a roadside charge, 
reports said. 

The incident took place near the 
town of Khan Yams, sooth of 
Gaza City. 

Israel Radio said there were no 
reports of injuries or damages in 
the roadside bomb blast, which 
occurred Friday morning near the 
Jewish settlement of Nezarixn. 

It said the Israelis got out of 
their car and located a group of 
Arabs whom they commanded to 
stop. The radio saH tin Palesti- 
nians refused and the Israelis 
opened fire. 

It said one Palestinian man was 
mortally wounded and died soon 
after the shooting. 

The radio added that Israeli 
troops arrived to the area and 
conducted search for other mem- 
bers of the alleged guerrilla unit. 

The radio did not provide any 
other details. 

Israeli forces recaptured one of 
six Palestinians who escaped from 
a Gaza prison on Monday. 

Military sources would not say 
which of the escapees bad been 
caught and would make no com- 
ment other than to say the hunt 
for the five Uifl at large yeas 
continuing. 

The army also said it had 
arrested two groups of Palesti- 
nians suspected of ptowting land 
mines and throwing fire bombs in 
the occupied West Bank. 

A spokesman said one group, 
from three villages around 
Bethlehem, was suspected of min- 
ing the road to tin Jewish settle- 
ment of Hadar Betar 10 days ago. 
Soldiers discovered and defused 
the mines before anyone was in- 
jured.

“I would expect talks with the 
Soviets, an early session, perhaps 
in the course of next mouth,” be. 
told reporters. 

He said the meeting would be 
with Soviet ambassador Vladnner 
Polyakov, director of administra- 
tion of North Africa and Middle 
East in the Soviet Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Murphy said the talks 
would take place “in hallowed 
neutral ground” but refused to 
provide more de tails . 

Washington is demanding that 
Moscow establish diplomatic re- 
lations with Israel and liberalise 
emigration for Soviet Jews, 
among other things, to “qualify” 
for participation in the peace 
process. 

“If this process is going to work 
it’s going to have a ticket of 
admission for everybody,” Mr. 
Murphy said. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz said last weekend Moscow 
could {day a constructive role in 
bringing peace in the Middle East 
but so far has only been a spoiler. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres, on a top to Washing- 
ton last weekend, met Soviet 
Ambassador Yuri Dubinin to dis- 
cuss whether Moscow would be 
willing to play a limited role in a 
conference, if one were held.

PNC official apologises to 
Rabat for Polisario speech 


RABAT (Agencies) — The 
chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee of the Palestine 
National Council (PNC) has 
apologised for a speech by a 
Polisario official at the council’s 
recent meeting in Algiers, 
according to the official Moroc- 
can News Agency MAP. 

Khaled AJ Hassan said in a 
statement on Thinsday cm Ra<fe>- 
Mediteranee International, which 
broadcasts from Tangier*, 
Morocco, that the Polisario com- 
ments “broke with ethics, reason, 
policy and diplomacy.” 

Polisario guerrillas have been 
fighting Moroccan soldiers for the 
past decade for the former Span- 
ish Sahara, which has been 
annexed by Morocco. 

After the speech by Moham- 
mad Abdul Aziz, secretary gener- 
al of the Polisario movement, 
comparing Moroccan presence in 
the Sahara to the Israeli occupa- 
tion of Palestine, Morocco with- 
drew its delegation from the 
council and said it would boycott 
any international meetings where 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 


tion (PLO) representatives would, 
speak. 

“The comparison made by die 
delegate was unacceptable. It was 
therefore an insult for Morocco,” 
Mr. Hassan said.

Thatcher presses attack on 
Labour over its defence policy 


LONDON (R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, faced until 
popularity gains by the main 
opposition in Britain's general 
election campaign, accused the 
Labour Party on Friday of pur- 
suing policies that would leave 
the nation defenceless. 

With polls showing Labour’s 
non-nuclear defence policy to be 
scaring away many voters, Mrs. 
Thatcher used her first press con- 
ference of the campaign for the 
June 11 elections to chaise the 
opposition with putting Britain's 
security at risk. 

She sat next to Defence Secret- 
ary George Younger as he said 
Labour's plan to scrap Britain’s 
nuclear deterrent and order the 
United States to withdraw all 
nuclear weapons “strikes at the 
.very heart of Western defence.” 

Mr. Younger spoke as two 
opinion polls showed the ruling 
Conservatives still ahead. Labour 
gaining ground and the centrist 
Alliance dropping away. 

A Marplan poll in the Guar- 


dian newspaper put the Con- 
servatives on 41 per cent, a drop 
of two points from a week ago. 
Labour was up four points to 33 
per cent and the Alliance down 
by four to 21 per cent. 

A daily Harris poll for the' 
independent television company 
TV-AM showed the Conserva- 
tives gaining three points since 
Thursday with 43 per cent. 
Labour’s 36 per cent was one 
point down but still well above 
their showing of recent weeks. 

The Alliance of liberals and 
social democrats had slumped to 
a new tow of 20 per cent. 

In the 1983 general election the 
Conservatives took 44 per cent of 
the vote.

Murphy: Iran unlikely to attack U.S. -flag bearing ships 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
A top U.S. official, Hying to allay 
fears about plans to bring Kuwaiti 
ships under American flags, has 
said Iran would be unlikely to 
attack such vessels out of concern 
of provoking a war with the Un- 
ited States. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy also said it

feat (for the United States) 
should a power hostile to us, such 
as the Soviets or such as Iran is at 
this time, increases its power and 
influence” in the Gulf. 

The United States has agreed 
to bring 11 Kuwaiti oil tankers 
under the U.S. flag in an effort to 
protect them from Iranian attacks 
in the Gulf. 

While the plan has been under 
discussion since late December, it 
has raised new questions of risk, 
particularly in Congress, since 
last Sunday’s attack on die U.S. 
navy frigate Stark by Iraqi mis- 
siles that killed 37 sailors. 

The Senate Thursday, voted 91 
to 5 to stop the administration 
from implementing the scheme 
until it submits a full security plan 
for U.S. and allied forces in the 
Gulf. But the measure cannot 
become law unless also passed by 
tbe House. 

“There are numerous factors 
which suggest to us they will not 
attack our naval ships or Amer- 
ican flag ships," said Mr. Murphy 
in a briefing to reporters, just 
after his return from a 10-day trip 
to ; the region. 

In itsiiearly seven-year-old war 
with Iraq, Iran has not attacked 
U.S. ships, he noted. 

“Attacks on armed military 
vessels would add a new dimen- 
sion to the war. They would 
divert Iranian attention from its 
principle enemy, Iraq. Iran has 
not won that war and we think it 
would be reluctant to initiate 
actions that could provoke a 
second,” Mr. Murphy said. 

“We believe that Iran would be 
reluctant to engage the U.S. mili- 
tarily because of concern over our 
response."

He also said the Iranians have 
been “scrupulous" about check- 
ing out the identity of vessels 
before takin g any action. 

Mr. Murphy was asked how a 
recent Iranian attack ou a Soviet 
ship squared with his assessment 
of the risk to U.S. ships. 

That hit was made by a lightly- 
armed patrol boat probably man- 
ned by members of the Iran 
Revolutionary Guard, a group 
believed to have a less unified 
co mman d structure than Iran’s 
army, air force or navy, he said. 

“There is an element of unpre- 
dictability there. We don't deny 
it. There is a risk there. We don't 
deny it. That there are interests 
and principles at stake, we very 
strongly affirm,” Mr. Murphy 
said. 

The navy Thursday extended 
the tour of duty of one of seven 
U.S. warships in the Golf to 
maintain a solid American pre- 
sence there.

Preparations for trade 
fair under way 

Preparations are going ahead 
for or ganising a Jordanian trade 
fair in Tunis in the coming 
month.

— ’.‘Face ro face negotiations in 
which Palestinian representation 
or Palestinian representatives wifi 
participate in i a Jordaoian-Palesti- 
nian delegation; 

— "Negotiations in which the 
participants will be expected to 


accept United Nations Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338 
and to renounce terrorism and 
violence; 

— “Negotiations in which each 
participant wifi enjoy the right to 
•remove himself if the rules or 
understandings of the particular 
approach are not observed by the 
other parties." 

Western diplomats said Mr. 
Pickering’s statement was the 
first by a U.S. official to go into 
detail on the proposed confer- 
ence. 

“Those elements (of agree- 
ment) are backed by the Arab 
states of the region, Egypt and 
Jordan... the U.S. as well and 
we hope the government of Israel 
will agree to those or similar 
efforts to get to direct talks," Mr. 
Pickering said. 

Mr. Pickering said Washington 
was persuaded by Jordan "is se- 
rious (but) needs an international 
framework, mechanism or 
umbrella or accompaniment or 
conference to get to the bilateral 
talks we seek.’! 

Mr. Shamir insists on bilateral 
talks with Jordan without a con- 
ference. 

Mr. Pickering said remaining 
problems included details of 
Soviet and Palestinian repre- 


sentation as well as full Israeli 
agreement to talks under interna- 
tional sponsorship. 

He said U.S. involvement in 
the peace process was "the high- 
est commitment we have had in 
any region for some time.” 

In his speech on Thursday, Mr. 
Pickering also condemned 
Israel’s treatment of Palestinians' 
in the occupied West Bank. 

Expressing sorrow over the 
killing of an Israeli boy whose 
body was found Thursday, Mr. 
Pickering said he wanted to voice 
Washington's deep concern over 
violence in the area and the 
deaths of 15 Arabs and Jews in 
unrest since December. 

“There are signals and signs of 
increasing frustration, vulnerabil- 
ity to terrorist manipulation and, 
in return, increasingly harsh mea- 
sures to maintain the burdens of 
occupation,” Mr. Pickering said 
in his speech. 

“The United States has made

AlRa’i: Stark’s fate and U.S. reaction 


WE had hoped that the attack on the U.S. frigate “Stark" and die 
loss of life of 37 marines would open the eyes of the U.S. 
ad ministration to the need to do something for ending the Gulf war 
which has caused the loss of hundreds of thousands of people and 
untold destruction. We had hoped that the United States would 
shoulder its responsibility as a superpower and help bring about 
peace and security in the Gulf region. But unfortunately reactions 
coming out of Washington indicate that the United States is still 
turning its back to the Gulf war, and still failing to make any serious 
moves towards ending the conflict. We have heard U.S. Secretary of 
Defence Caspar Weinberger’s statement in which he said that the 
Western world is keen on confronting tyranny and ending violence 
world-wide, and that the U.S. will continue to work towards helping 
to re-establish security in the Gulf region. But this statement dearly 
contradicts Washington's supply of arms to the aggressors in the Gulf 
war and those who are directly responsible for prolonging the 
conflict. We can hardly understand how Western interests will 
remain intact as long as the Iran-Iraq war continues to rage in the 
Gulf area, and being fuelled by the United States and its allies. -

SOVIET leader Mikhail Gorbachev has once a g ain wanted against 
the explosive situation in the Middle East and called on the 
international community to bring about peace in the region. 
Gorbachev said there is need for bolding an international conference 
and added there can be no return to Soviet-Israeii relations unless 
positive steps have been made towards re-establishing a just peace in' 
the Middle East. Gorbachev's statements put an end to Israeli' 
campaigns and propaganda, claiming that the Soviet Union was 
holding contacts with Israel to re-establish relations with the Jewish 
state. Gorbachev's call on the international community to help 
establish peace is directed mostly to the United States in view of 
Washington’s continued support and backing for Israel, and because 
such policy is regarded as responsible for the delay in achieving an 
Arab-Israeli settlement. The Soviet leader's reference to the explo- 
sive situation is dearly designed to draw the attention of the U.S. 
administration to the need of intensive efforts to defuse tension in the 
region. Continued U.S. support for the Israeli aggressors is bound to 
increase tension and fuel the fl aming situation. 


A1 Dustour: Involving superpowers in Gulf 


THE massing of superpower naval forces iri the Gulf waters came as 
a direct result of Iran’s escalation of tension and its pursuit of 
hostilities and war in that region. Iran is trying to involve the 
superpowers in the Gulf conflict after it had failed by all other means 
to achieve its dreams through occupying Arab territory or imposing 
domination over the Gulf region. The involvement of superpowers 
and probably other forces is also designed by Tehran to cover up for 
its underidedness in taking steps towards ending the war with Iraq. 
Such stand is bound to bring in more danger and involve other 
nations in the conflict. Bur the superpowers would not allow Iran to 
f ulfil its dreams or achieve its objectives and sooner or later Iran will 
find itself surrounded by fleets which it cannot confront, and so this 
escalation of hostilities would defeat its own purpose and render 
Tehran's efforts futile.

EDUCATION has been the most important force for change for 
Jor dan and indeed for the entire Arab World: A force that has 
vast energies thus far untapped. The accomplishment 
thus far has been admirable and the progress in material quantita- 
tive terms has been more than impressive. We can assert with some 
that our societies, once pastoral and peasant societies, 
ha\e changed positively and may now be ready for the next stage of 
development. A stage that is to be anticipated with confidence and 
not feared as an unknown. A stage we need to prepare for with 
much love and care for what we are talking about is not only the 
future of our youth but our national survival as well. That is why the 
policy or policies which we must pursue should be flexible enough 
and principled enough to withstand the painful changes we must 
undergo, or at least watch our youth undergo.

U.S. policy in the 
Gulf aims at 
preventing Soviet 
influence and 
ending Iran-Iraq war

WASHINGTON — “The United 
States is actively engaged" in 
trying to end the Iran-Iraq war, 
the State Department’s top 
Mideast officer informed a con- 
gressional panel. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy, who beads the 
Bureau of Near Eastern and 
South Asian Affairs, told the 
House Foreign Affairs Subcom- 
mittee on Europe and the Middle 
East May 19 that the United 
States is now engaged in consulta- 
tions at the United Nations 
Security Council to extend the 
authority of a United Nations 
resolution to end the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

Murphy, returning from a 
seven-nation Mideast torn last 
week, reported that in foe-eoun- 
tries he visited he found that the 
U.S. “determination to maintain 
a position of strength” in the 
region was favourably received, 
without exception. 

Murphy said that for decades 
the United States has been work- 
ing to prevent the growth of 
Soviet influence in the Gulf. “We 
do not want the Soviet Union to 
obtain a strategic position from 
which it could threaten vital free- 
world interests in the region," he 
stated, adding that the arrange- 
ment with Kuwait would foster 
that U.S. policy goal. 

“For ffie past year Iran has 
been using a combination of 
mflitaxy action, attacks on Gulf 
stepping and terrorism to intimi- 
date the Gulf states not involved 
in die war.” The assistant secret- 
ary said for the past year Iran had 
attempted to divide the Gulf 
states one from the other and if it 
were successful in its intimidation 
of Kuwait, successive Gulf states 
would be targeted in like manner. 
By supporting defensive efforts of 
the moderate Gulf states, Mur- 
phy said, the U.S. “enables them 
to defend the interests we share 
in the Gulf and reduces foe pros- 
pects for closer ties with foe 
Soviet Union as well as any in- 
clination to accommodate Iranian 
hegemon ey.” 

Following is foe text of Mur- 
phy’s prepared statement to foe 
subcommittee: 

I appreciate foe opportunity to 
meet with you today to discuss 
the Administration’s policy to- 
ward the continuing war between 
Iran and Iraq and toward prob- 
lems related to international ship- 
ping in the Gulf. 

Our meeting takes place 
against the background of the 
attack by Iraqi aircraft on the 
USS Stark Sunday with tragic loss 
of life. We extend our deepest 
condolences to the famili es of 
those brave American sailors 
who died or were injured in foe 
attack. We greatly appreciate foe 
assistance provided by Saudi Ara- 
bia and Bahrain in the rescue and 
evacuation operation. 

Yesterday morning the Presi- 
dent expressed his concern and 
anger over Sunday's tragedy in 
the Gulf and noted that we have 
protested the unprovoked attack 
in the strongest terms to the 
government of Iraq. Yesterday 
afternoon the President of Iraq 
apologised for the unintended 
attack and expressed his deepest 
regrets and profound condo- 
lences. We have agreed to an 
immediate joint investigation of 
foe incident to avoid any future 
mistakes. 

This Administration, like its 
predecessors, regards foe Gulf as: 
an area of major interest to foe 


United States and is committed to 
maintaining foe free flow of oil 
through foe Strait of Hormuz. 
Consistent with onr national 
heritage, it attaches great import- 
ance to foe principle of freedom 
of navigation. 

The Administration is also 
firmly committed as a matter of 
national policy to support foe 
individual and collective self-de- 
fence of the Arab Gulf States.

Given the increasing dangers in 
foe war with its accompanying 
violence in foe Gulf, we have 
taken a series of specific decisions 
designed to ensure our strategic 
position in foe Gulf and reassert 
the fundamental U.S. stabilising 
role. Frankly in foe light of foe 
Iran-contra revelations, we had 
found that the coherence and 
seriousness of U.S. policy in foe 
Gulf was being questioned along 
with our reliability and staying 
power. We wanted to be sure foe 
countries with which we have 
friendly relations — Iraq and 
GCC states — as well as the 
Soviet Union and Iran under- 
stood the firmness of our commit- 
ments. On January 23 and again 
on February 25 President Reagan 
issued statements reiterating onr 
commitment to foe flow of oil 
through foe Strait of Hormuz and 
U.S. support for the self-defence 
effort of the Gulf states. He also 
endorsed Operation Staunch, our 
effort to reduce the flow of 
weapons from others to Iran. 

While neutral toward foe Iran- 
Iraq war, the U.S. government 
views the continuation of this 
conflict, as well as its potential 
expansion, as a direct threat to 
our interests. We are working 
intensively for foe earliest possi- 
ble end to the conflict, with foe 
territorial integrity and independ- 
ence of both sides intact. As the 
president asserted in his February 
25 statement on foe war, we 
believe that “the time to act on 
this dangerous and destructive 
war is now.” He urged an intensi- 
fied international effort to seek 
an end to the war and we have 
taken a lead in U.N. Security 
Council (UNSC) consultations to. 
achieve the' aim. As we 
announced May 7 foe U.S. is 
“ready in principle to support foe 
application of appropriate en- 
forcement measures against 
either party which refutes to 
cooperate with formal UNSC 
efforts to end the war.” 


Shipping problems in Golf 


In addition to the inherent 
tragedy and suffering in Iraq and 
Iran, as the fighting drags on, 
with mounting casualties and 
drains on the economies of these 
two nations, so grows the threat 
of foe war spilling over to nearby 
friendly states in the Gulf. The 
fresh threats to international 
shipping are one example of such 
spillover effect. 

In the past eighteen months 
attacks on neutral shipping pas- 
sing through the Strait of Hormuz 
have increased in intensity. A 
total of nearly 100 vessels were 
hit by Iran and Iraq in 1986; in 


commerce with Kuwait. Attacks 
now occur at night as well as day, 
by sea as well as air, by small 
boats armed with light weapons 
as well as by helicopters launched 
from Iranian warships. While 
Iran has yet to sink a ship, most 
of those attacked have suffered 
damage, some seriously, and in- 
nocent lives have been lost. 

The May 17 attack on foe USS 
Stark was foe first attack on a 
U.S. warship in the war. This 
tragic accident gives emphasis to 
our caution to both belligerents 
that the war in foe Golf could 
lead to mistakes and miscalcula- 
tions; it must be ended.. 

The recent Chinese delivery to 
and testing by Iran of Chinese 
Silkworm anti-ship missiles at the * 
Strait of Hormuz presents a 
potentially serious threat to U.S. 
and other shipping. With their 85 
km range and 1100 pound war- 
head, these missiles can span foe 
Strait at its narrowest point and 
represent for foe first time a- 
realistic Iranian capability to sink 
large oil tankers.- Whatever Iran's 
motivation for procuring such 
threatening missiles, their pre- 
sence gives Iran foe ability both 
to intimidate the Gulf states and 
Gulf shippers and to cause a real 
or de facto closure of foe strait. 
The Chinese decision to sell such 
weaponry to Iran is most unwel- 
come and disturbing. We have 
made clear to both Iran and 
China foe seriousness with which 
we consider foe Silkworm threat 
Other concerned governments 
have done foe same. It is our 
hope that a sustained internation- 
al diplomatic campaign will con- 
vince Iran not to use the Silk- 
worms. 

For foe past year Iran has been 
using a combination of military 
action, attacks on Gulf shipping 
and terrorism, as well as shrewd 
diplomacy, to intimidate the Gulf 
states not involved in the war. It 
has tried to impress upon Guff 
states the hopelessness of their 
looking to foe U.S. for help and 
to divide the Guff states one from 
the ocher. 

Since last summer, Kuwait has 
been a particular target oflfanian 
threats. While not a belligerent, 
Kuwait's size and location make 
it highly vulnerable to intimida- 
tion. The Iranian regime has in- 
spired terrorist and sabotage inci- 
dents within Kuwait, fired mis- 
siles on Kuwaiti territory on the 
eve of the January Islamic sum- 
mit, and attacked over 24 vessels 
serving Kuwaiti ports since last 
September. The most recent ex- 
amples of the active intimidation 
efforts were the explosion at foe 
TWA office in Kuwait dty May 
11 which killed one employee. 
Over the last three years, I ranian 


influenced groups have attemp- 
ted a series of bombings and 
attacks, including on the ruler of 
Kuwait himself, in an attempt to 
liberate terrorists being held in 
Kuwait^ who were convicted of 
bombing the U.S. and French 
embassies. 

Several months ago Kuwait 
and other GCC dates expressed 
to us their concern about the 
continuing attacks by Iran on 
tankers. Kuwait asked for our' 
assistance, fearing potential dam- 
age to its economic lifeline. Con- 
sistent with long-standing U.S. 
commitment to' foe flow of oil 
through foe Gulf and foe import- 
ance we attach to the freedom of 
navigation in international waters 
as well as our determination to 
assist our friends in foe Gulf, foe 
president decided that the United 
States would help in foe protec- 
tion of Kuwaiti tankers. In foe 
context of these developments, 
Kuwait asked to register a num- 
ber of its tanker fleet under foe 
U.S. flag. We informed Kuwait 
that if the vessels in question met 
ownership and other technical 
requirements under U.S. laws, 
and regulations, they could be 
registered under foe U.S. flag. 
This is in accordance with our 
established position on qualifica- 
tions for U.S. flag registration of 
commerdal vessels m general. 
We also informed foe Kuwaitis 
that by virtue of foe fact that 
these vessels would fiy foe Amer- 
ican flag, they would receive foe 
U.S. Navy protection given any 
U.S. flag vessel transiting foe 
Gulf. The U.S. Navy has always 
had the mission to provide 
appropriate protection for U.S. 
commerdal shipping world-wide 
within the limits of available re- 
sources and consistent with inter- 
national law. 

We view foe reflagging of 
Kuwaiti tankers in foe U.S. as an 
unusual measure to meet an ex- 
traordinary situation. It would 
not however set a precedent for 
the normal conduct of commer- 
cial shipping or affect foe broad 
interests of foe U.S. maritime 
industry.

Our response to Kuwait de- 
monstrates our resolve to protect 
our interests and those of our 
friends in the region, and it has 
been warmly welcomed by those 
governments with which we have 
had traditionally dose ties. Our 
goal is to deter not provoke; we 
believe this is understood by foe 
parties in foe region — including 
Iran. We will pursue our prog- 
ramme steadily and with deter- 
mination. 


Our judgment is that, in light

The War Powers Resolution 
accordingly is not implicated by 
our actions. On the contrary, our::

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Soviet leader MikhaQ Gorbachev 
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Gorbachev gives 
insight into his 
personal world

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MOSCOW — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev gave a glimp- 
se of his. personal world in a 
newspaper interview published 
Wednesday, saying his main 
weakness was his interest in a 
wide variety of subjects. 

Showing die modesty, he has 
espoused as the proper style for a 
Kremlin, leader, Gorbachev told 
the Italian Communist Party 
newspaper L'Vnit a that any 
popularity be had gained in the 
West was- not for himself as a 
"concrete person" but for his 
policies to revitalise Soviet socie- 
ty and achieve disarmament. 

But, in answer to an appeal to 
satisfy Western curiosity about 
himself, he described his intellec- 
tual interests in the interview, 
published in the Communist Par- 
ty' daily Pravda. 

“I have always held that my 
‘weakness’ is that I have always 
shown interest in many things in 
various Reids,'' he said., adding 
that he had studied law after 
intending to enroll as a physics 
student. 

In bis youth, he also liked 
literature and could still remem- 
ber by heart poetry he learned at 
school although in his mature 
years his interest had turned 
more to economics. 

"One might assent that people 
who concentrate on some specific 
field achieve much-in life. But

The 56-year-old Kremlin lead- 
er also discfofodiharhe had no 
free time since launching his cam- 
paign to make Soviet society 
more disciplined and democratic. 
This, he said, demanded his in- 
volvement in all aspects- of life 
and many contacts; with people. 

“Perhaps such a way of life 
cannot be described as quite nor- 
mal but it is dictated by the time, 
by a situation resembling revplu- 
tionary periods when one must 
give oneself entirely, regardless 
of anything,” he said. 

Gorbachev said the country 
had “ripened for changes" over a 
number of years, adding that he 
and other officials who had "pas- 
sed through a big school of prac- 
tical work in the provinces” had 


recognised that the nation was 
stagnating under the late Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev. 

He stressed this was a collec- 
tive realisation. 

“I disagree with what is some- 
times said that the course towards 
the renewal of Socialism is perso- 
nally associated with the name of 
Gorbachev... 

"If there were no Gorbachev, 
there would have been someone 
else," he said. 

The Kremlin leader also said 
he attached great importance to 
his trips around the country, where 
some people expressed anxiety 
that reforms might not be carried 
through to the end. 

This, he said, had happened in 
the past.but he promised to hold 
to the new course. He said he 
faced no “political opposition” 
but only the problem that many 
people were still trapped in old 
attitudes. 

Stressing his personal commit- 
ment to the ideas of Vaidimir 
Lenin, founder of the Soviet 
stale, Gorbachev appeared to ex- 
press faith in the prospect that 
living conditions would be equal 
for all when Communism was 
achieved. 

He said that in the meantime 
Socialism demanded "from each 
according to his abilities, to each 
according to his work" and he 
denounced what he called recent 
“levelling tendencies" which he 
said had encouraged the lazy and 
. hadstifled initiative. r -

But privileges "which are not 
established by th 


by the state but which 
some established for themselves 
by virtue of their position" were 
unacceptable, he said. 

Since coming to power in 
March 1985, Gorbachev has 
removed hundreds of corrupt 
officials who thrived under 
Brezhnev and urged openness 
and justice in society. 

But he made dear in the inter- 
view that the Soviet Union was 
not about to turn into a Western 
democracy. "The point at issue is 
not a break-up of our political 
system but fuller and more effec- 
tive use of its potential," he said. 


Unemployment becoming way of life in England

MIDDLESBROUGH, England 
— Cleveland County, which has 
England's highest unemployment 
rate, does nor belong to the mani- 
cured British isles of picture post- 
cards. 

Thousands of jobs have dis- 
appeared. and an industrial stink 
fills the air around 3,000 acres 
( 1.200 hectares) of derelict fac- 
tories. 

The joblessness — 20.8 per 
cent of the county’s residents are 
unemployed — has marred more 
than the external landscape. It 
has damaged the internal one. 

"I always tend to feel scruffy. 


even when I'm not," said Susan 
Brooks, 25, who is unemployed. 
"It makes me feel degraded.” 
The opposition Labour Party 
will do its utmost before the June 
11 general election to make un- 
employment an issue. Since con- 
servative Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher came to power in 
1979. the number of unemployed 
Britons has more than doubled to 
3.02 million people, or 10.9 per 
cent of the work force.

Prison ship to greet 
immigrants to Britain

HARWICH. England — Sus- 
pected illegal immigrants 1 ' to Bri- 
tain face detention aboard a dis- 
used car ferry, a move which has 
incensed civil rights groups and 
invited comparison with prison 
hulks used in past centuries. 

The Home Office (interior 
ministry) said it planned to turn a 
former passenger ferry into a 
detention centre for aliens re- 
fused entry to Britain while 4 heir 
cases are considered. 

Some will be held for a week or 
less, others for months. Immig- 
rant welfare organisations label- 
led the planned accommodation 
as unfit even for convicted cri- 
minals. 

The 252-berth Earl William 
stands moored to a disused rail 
ferry docking facility in Harwich, 
an east coast English port, as 
workers ready it for the arrival of 
the first detainees by the end of 
May. 

Steel fences capped with 
barbed wire and heavily padlock- 
ed gates seal off the area around 
the ship. Floodlights are there to 
illuminate the ship and the dock- 
side at night. 

The smell of diesel fumes and 
stale cigarette smoke permeates 
the vessel, which last saw service

Detainees are to sleep in cabins 
measuring about five metres by 
three metres.

The Soviets 
sent warships into the Golf for 
the first time last fall after Iran 
boarded and searched a Soviet 
arms carrying vessel.

Britain in the 1780s, when con- 
victs were incarcerated on 
“hulks" — disused ships 
anchored off the English coast. 
The system was phased out in the 
mid-19th century on humanita- 
rian grounds. 

Owers said the consequences 
of detention were especially dire 
for refugees seeking asylum in 
Britain to flee persecution at 
home. 

“We know of two cases of 
attempted suicide, and one recent 
case where a Ugandan did actual- 
ly commit suicide in Pentonville 
Prison,” she said. 

The British Refugee Council, a 
registered charity, said the use of 
a ferry would be "particularly 
inhumane,” given the long 
periods of detention often experi- 
enced by asylum-seekers. 

Council director Martin Barber 
said be deplored the "unneces- 
sary and increasing use of deten- 
tion for asylum-seekers.” where- 
ver they were held. The council 
said it had heard of six suicide 
attempts by asylum-seekers this 
year. A Home Office official con- 
firmed the Ugandan’s death and 
said several attempts at suicide 
had been recorded among de- 
tainees in recent years, though no 
other deaths had resulted. 

The ferry, built in 1964, still 
retains signs of its more conven- 
tional role. A sign remains above 
a kiosk on one of the lower decks 
reading “Passport Office.” 

The irony will not be lost on 
the detainees. They will all be 
there because their passports and 
visas were not in order. 

Some will be men and women 
initially refused leave to enter the 
country while their cases are 
under review. They will include 
political refugees and asylum- 
seekers. 

Others will be illegal immig- 
rants picked up inside Britain and 
awaiting deportation. 

The ship is owned by Sealink, a 
private British feny operator, 
who are leasing it to the Home 
Office for an initial three months, 
with the possibility of extension. 
A Sealink representative said 
security would be provided by 30 
men from a private security firm, 
some living on board. 

A Home Office spokesman 
said no daily regime would oper- 
ate on the ship, and detainees 
would be free to move around as 
they pleased. A television lounge 
would be fitted out on board, 
with other recreation facilities in- 
stalled on the cavernous car 
decks. 

He said use of the feny was 
made necessary by continuing 
pressure on existing detention 
facilities. Around 300 detainees 
are being held in Britain at pre- 
sent while the Home Office in- 
vestigates their cases. 


control the 650-seat parliament. 

Many of the jobless have be- 
come resigned to their plight. The 
problem is so large and entren- 
ched that it seems impervious to 
political solutions. 

Meanwhile, those who do have 
work — but not necessarily job 
security — are the majority and 
are better off economically. 

"Unemployment has not be- 
come a political crisis and there’s 
been no wide-scale social un- 
rest.” said Ken Roberts, a 
sociologist. ‘Ten years ago peo- 
ple would not have believed it 
possible.” 

Cleveland county, 320 
kilometres north of London on 
the coast, was booming in the 
1960s an early 70s. Unemploy- 
mem stood at 5 per cent. There 
was steelmaking, shipbuilding 
and the manufacturing of chemic- 
als and equipment for North Sea 
oil rigs. 

Then came overcapacity. Tech- 
nology advanced quickly, requir- 
ing fewer workers and making 
skills obsolete. In addition, the 
country’s dependence on a small 
number of large companies made 
it particularly vulnerable to in- 
dustry changes. 


To top it off. Mrs. Thatcher 
clamped down on public spending 
-in the early 19S0s to keep infla- 
tion under control. 

“It took us a long time to 
recognise and it's now being rec- 
ognised that there is long-term 
unemployment,” said Bryan 
Hanson, the political leader of the 
labour-dominated county. “Some 
people will never have a job in 
their whole life.” 
j Bruce Stevenson, the county's 
chief executive, said: “We are 
now for the first time organising 
our services to support the unem- 
ployed on a permanent basis.” 

It has nothing to do with lazi- 
ness, he said. 

"This is an area that has always 
worked hard. It’s simply the lack 
of opportunity. That’s causing 
tremendous stress.” Stevenson 
said. 

The unemployment problem 
has affected the entire area. The 
Cleveland County Council has 
become the largest employer,

For those who can find work, 
wages are down, perhaps because 
they're willing to work for less. 

Robin Treacher, a spokesman 
for the council, explained the 
industrial stink in the air.

Tom Smith, a 33-year-old un- 
employed mechanical finer, is 
trying to support a wife and Three 
children on benefits of 75 pounds

Asked whv he had children 


when he wouldn’t be able to 
afford to raise them. Smith re- 
plied: "If you have no children 
and it’s just the two of you, what 
do you have to look forward to?" 

Despite the gloomy prospects 
for Cleveland County youths, stu- 
dent examination results rank 
among the best in Britain. Still, 
only one of 10 recent graduates 
found a full-time job. 

“Nobody knows bow to run a 
society in which in 10 years time a 
substantial number of young peo- 
ple will have never worked," 
Stevenson said. 


Opposition politicians and ex- 
perts have called for solutions 
such as an increase in public 
spending, training programmes, 
shortening the work week, en- 
couraging entrepreneurship and 
migration. The county, mean- 
while, works day-to-day to 
alleviate the worst 'of its prob- 
lems. 

“The people in Cleveland are 
not the kind of people that riot," 
Smith said. But Hanson, the poli- 
tical leader, described it dif- 
ferently. 

“We have a very slow riot 
taking place all the time."

Injury may 
subside 
Budd for 
whole year 

LONDON (R) — Zola Budd has 
given up virtually all hope of 
running at international level this 
year becuase of a nagging injury. 

The South African-born 
athlete who competes for Britain 
admits: “I have forgotten 1987”. 

Bndd said in an interview due 
to be screened on British Televi- 
sion on Sunday the problem is at 
the top of her hamstring and 
could be caused by the fact she is 
still growing. 

She has not competed since the 
European Championships in 
Stuttgart last September and has 
not been able to do any hard 
training since then. 

“It's very frustrating, but at the 
moment it's more important for 
me to get well rather than think 
of racing. I will just have to be 
patient,” Budd said. 

“In a way I have forgotten 
1987. I would rather think of the 
Olympics next year. 

“The world championships (in 
Rome in August} is almost an 
unrealistic target because of my 
lack of training. 

“The doctors have told me to 
take it easy, let the injury recover 
and settle down before I can do 
any hard racing again. Nobody is 
pushing me, it's my decision 
when I want to race again.” 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad (R) 
— The light heavyweight title 
boor between champion Marvin 
Johnson and Leslie Stewart was 
in doubt Thursday because two of 
the officials have worked in South 
Africa, the national security 
ministry said. 

Trinidad and Tobago’s first 
world championship boxing 
match, scheduled for Saturday, 
became the centre of a political 
controversy when the govern- 
ment moved to bar the two offi- 
cials from judging the fight. 

The national security ministry 
said it would not issue work 
permits to referee Isidro Rodri- 
guez or Judge Jesus Celis. both of 
Venezuela ."who were scheduled 
to officiate the World Boxing 
Association (WBA) fight. 

Both men worked at a 1985 
fight in Sun City prior to the 
WBA’s October 1986 resolution 


to ban its boxers and officials 
from fights in South Africa. 

Promoters and managers have 
said they will appeal the decision. 
However, they also recognised 
that the government's position 
was complicated because the fight 
was scheduled to take place dur- 
ing a visit here by South African 
anti-apartheid activist 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu. 

Jimmy Cavo, Stewart's mana- 
ger, said he had been in touch 
with prime minister A.N.R. 
Robinson's office twice on Thurs- 
day and planned to make a per- 
sonal appeal to the prime minis- 
ter Saturday. 

He expressed confidence the 
government will ease its position 
regarding the two officials. 

“I think they should let it slide 
and I think they will let it slide,” 
Cavo told Reuters.” 



DUBLIN (R) — Milligram is the 
warm favourite to give British 
trainer Michael Stoute his second 
Irish 1,000 Guineas in a row now 
that flying filly, Indian Skimmer 
has been surprisingly withdrawn 
from Saturday's race.

If she emerges successful oa 
Saturday, Balding may be temp- 
ted by the fillies' five pound 
weight advantage to take on the 
colts, led by hot favourite refer- 
ence point, in next month’s 
Epsom Derby.

That link was severed on Sun- 
day when the French soccer king 
announced his abdication in Italy, 
the land of his forebearers, after 
five regal seasons with Juventus 
Turin. 

“We are all sorry but it was 
inescapable. It’s the end of an 
epoch for French football but also 
for the French team,” said Henri 
Michel, who took over the 
national side after Hidalgo led 
them to their pinnacle as Euro- 
pean champions in 1984. 

Platini will be 32 next month 
and Michel, who used to play 
alongside him for France, has 
long had to reconcile himself to 
the fact that somebody else would 
soon fill the number 10 shirt. 

“He's an exceptional player... 
but one day we’ll have to do 
without him. He's not eternal.” 
Michel said after Platini helped 
France to a 2-0 victory over Ice- 
land here last month in his 72nd, 
international appearance. 

Platini's class still stood out 
that night in the Parc Des Prin- 
cess Stadium, where be had made 
his debut on March 27. 1976, iu 


rehabilitate young drug addicts, 
and pursue his television career 
and other lucrative business in- 
terests. 

“I have decided to leave foot- 
ball but I can’t hide my sadness.

U.S. inflation 
accelerates 

WASHINGTON (R) — Con- 
sumer prices rose by 0,4 per cent 
in April as rising energy and 
clothing prices helped push the 
inflation index higher, the U.S. 
Department of Labour said 
Friday. 

Hie April increase in the con- 
sumer price index, though signifi- 
cant, is lower than wnat many 
financial analysts had expected. 
Most analysts anticipated con- 
sumer prices would rise by about 
0.6 per cent last month. 

The rise follows a similar 0.4 
per cent jump in March and was 
led by advances in energy and 
dothing prices, which could raise 
fresh concerns about the impact 
rising prices of oil and imported 
goods will have on the inflation 
rate this year. 

The Labour Department said 
the food and energy components 
each advanced 0.3 per cent in 
April, while apparel and upkeep 
increased by 1.5 per cent. 

Meanwhile, the Commerce 
Department confirmed Friday 
that the economy crew at a robust 
rate during the first quarter, but 
that was " overshadowed by a 
sharp weakening in corporate ba- 
lance sheets ana signs of weaken- 
ing demand in . the current 
quarter. 

The department said gross 
national product (GNP) grew by 
an annual rate of 4.4 per cent. 

But the rise was due to a large 
building of business inventories 
which means slower growth dur- 
ing the current three month 
period as businesses slow produc- 
tion to work off those excess 
stocks. 

Cannon film 
group reports 
huge losses 

LOS ANGELES (R) — Cannon 
Group Inc., the independent film 
company that has been accused of 
inflating its revenues aid profits, 
reported Thursday that it lost 
$ 60.4 million last year. 

Cannon, formed in 1967 and 
operated by two Hollywood 
mavericks from Israel, Mr. 
Menahem Golan and Mr. Yorara 
Globus, made its name with ac- 
tion films featuring stars such as 
Chuck Norris. 

But the company has had no 
recent hits and in December Can- 
non needed to be rescued from 
some of its debt by Warner Com- 
munications Inc. 

The loss announced Thursday 
compares with a $15.2 million 
profit in 1985 and came despite 
revenues more than doubling to 
$352.7 million. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission is investigating the 
company's accounting and disclo- 
sure procedures and shareholders 
have filed suit against Cannon 
alleging it inflated its revenues 
and earnings by not accounting 
quickly enough for films that fail 
at the box office. 

Mr. Dennis Forst, an analyst at 
Security Pacific Merchant Bank, 
told Reuters that the 1986 loss 
was not as bad as some had 
feared. But be said Cannon may 
lose more unless it releases some 
successful movies.

Seoul denies plan to open Israeli office 

SEOUL (R) — South Korea jThursday denied foreign reports it 
had agreed to the opening of an Israeli trade office in Seoul. 
Reports from Tel Aviv said the Israeli foreign ministry's 
director-general. Mr. Avraham Tamir, readied an agreement in 
principle in Seoul last week to open the trade office. A foreign 
ministry spokesman here told reporters Mr. Tamir had raised the 
issue during his Seoul visit. "Bur my government has readied no 
agreement (with him) on the establishment of a trade office,'* he 
said. Other ministry officials said Seoul had no plans to open an 
Israeli trade office id the foreseeable future. Israel still maintains 
diplomatic relations with South Korea but withdrew its embassy 
in 197S as on austerity measure. At the same time the Seoul 
govememnt was expanding ties with Arab countries to boost oil 
supplies for its rapid industrialisation programmes. 

EC, EFTA agree on freer trade 

INTERLAKEN, Switzerland (R) — Freer trade among 18 
West European countries advanced Thursday with the signing of 
the first-ever accords between the European Community (EC) 
and the European Free Trade Association (EFTA). They signed 
two conventions simplifying customs forms and procedures for 
goods travelling within the region, taking effect on Jan. 1, 1988. 


MUSCAT (R) — Several of Oman’s banks are 
projecting a sharp fall in 1987 earnings as the frill 
impact of last year’s slide in oil prices strikes home 
and government budget constraint dampens the Gulf 
state’s economy.

They signed a convention 
which will introduce a single administrative document for tirade 
between EFTA and EC countries, replacing dozens of national 
documents for imports, exports and transit. The second conven- 
tion sets up a common customs procedure for goods in transit 
through EFTA or EC states. 

Islamic bank to lend Malaysia $2.1m 

JEDDAH (OPECNA) — the Islamic Development Bank (IDB) 
is to extend a $2. 1 million loan to Malaysia to help finance imports 
of industrial goods. The loan agreement was signed here by IDB 
Vice President Ousmane Seek and Malaysian Consul General 
Zain A1 Abdbedin. The loan brings total IDB assistance to 
Malaysia over the past nine months to more than $4 million. 

Y ugoslavia hikes petrol, food prices 

BELGRADE (R) — The Yugoslav government Thursday sub- 
stantially raised the prices of petrol, milk and meat in the latest 
blow to households struggling with almost 100 per cent annual 
inflation. The official Tanjug News Agency said the government 
raised prices for milk by 15 per cent, meat by 20 per cent, and 
petrol by almost 23 per cent. It was the second big petrol rise in 
Communist Yugoslavia in two months. Petrol went up 16 per cent 
on March 21 and 23.7 per cent in December: The government has 
pledged to cut inflation by restraining firms for raising prices but it 
has itself raised the prices of several essential goods recently in 
categories where it has the authority to do so directly, such as 
petrol. Prime Minister Branko Mikulic was quoted by officials 
Thursday as saying the petrol rise was needed due to a continuing 
fall off the dinar against hard currencies and to bring prices in line 
with those of neighbouring countries. 

France ends gold import, export ban 

PARIS (R) — France on Thursday abolished a long-standing 
regulation banning residents from importing or exporting gold 
coins and bullion. The finance ministry said the move, which puts 
gold on the same footing as any other merchandise, would boost 
the place of Paris among world bullion markets. It said it was also 
relaxing controls on French companies’ foreign currency holdings 
and dealings and easing regulations whidi previously forbade 
shops and hotels from changing money for tourists. The bulk of 
France’s once maze-like foreign exchange control system was 
abolished last year. 

Kuwait extends loans to African states 

KUWAIT (R) — The Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic Develop- 
ment signed an accord Thursday to lend Lesotho 1.1 million 
dinars ($4 million) for a sanitation project in Maseru, the 
Kuwait News Agency KUNA said. The soft-term loan, signed in 
the Lesotho capital, follows a 1.4 million dinar ($4.9 million) 
accord signed in Harare on Wednesday for a road scheme in 
Zimbabwe. The loans will cover 49 per cent of the cost of a 
project for waste water collection and treatment in Maseru and 58 
per cent of the cost of a 48-kilometre Mandamabwe-Chibi-Tokwe 
road scheme in Zimbabwe. Both loans are for 20 years and carry 
an annual 0.5 per cent administrative fee. In addition, interest of 
1.5 per cent a year will be charged on the Lesotho loan and 2.5 per 
cent on the loan to Zimbabwe. Despite its name, the Kuwaiti 
fund, the oldest Arab donor agency for “soft" development aid, 
lends widely throughout the Third World. 


Oman's 22 local and foreign 
banks generally recorded a strong 
rise in 1986 earnings, bnt results 
were inflated by windfall curren- 
cy profits after a 10.2 per cent 
devaluation of the Omani riyal 
against the dollar. 

Only this year has the full 
impact of an estimated 18 per 
cent decline in 1986 gross domes- 
tic product been felt by banks. 

One banker in the Ruwi finan- 
cial district of the capital area 
said: “1987 has been a very diffi- 
cult year so far... there are no 
new projects to finance.” 

Oman generates about 80 per 
cent of government revenue from 
oil exports and although it is now 
selling at $17.63 per barrel — 
more than double mid-1986 lows 
— public sector spending remains 
under tight control. 

Banks have seen traditional 
business shrink, with loans and 
advances to the private sector 
down by 9.3 per cent. 

With some banks projecting 
halving of their 1986 earnings this 
year, two small local b anks may 
merge, while Citibank is reducing 
its Muscat operation consider- 
ably, bankers said. 

Some other foreign banks, re- 
lying on their worldwide net 
works and stock broking sub- 


sidiaries, have begun a new drive 
into investment banking and 
management of private Omani 
wealth. 

The nation’s largest bank. 
National Bank of Oman, re- 
ported steady 1986 operating pro- 
fit of 6.1 million Omani riyals 
($15.8 million) but announced a 
15 per cent rise in dividend to 2.7 
million riyals ($7.0 million). 

Oman International Bank, the 
second largest, increased net pro- 
fit 26.1 per cent to 1.1 milli on 
rivals ($2.9 million), but bankers 
said it profited heavily from cur- 
rency trading and the January 
devaluation last year. 

The Third biggest bank, Oman 
Arab Bank, reported a 12.6 per 
cent rise in net 1986 profit to 1.5 
million riyals ($3.9 million), while 
the next largest. Bank of Oman, 
B ahrain and Kuwait, showed a 
20.1 per cent rise to 1.4 million 
riyals ($3.6 million). 

But 1987 has already proved a 
far more sobering year as banks 
find themselves flush with liquid- 
ity and few realistic outlets to 
lend without incurring fresh prob- 
' lem loans. 

Mr. Hugh Williams, Oman area 
manager for the British Bank of 
the Middle East, told Reuters: 
•‘B anks have been awash with 


fends since the early pan of 1987 
and there is little they can do with 
them. This has had a downward 
impact on interest rates ... hope- 
fully a long-awaited treasury bill 
system will be announced 
shortly.’’ 

Bankers say Oman will start a 
weekly offering of 91-day treas- 
ury bills next month, providing 
one way of investing surplus 
funds. The amount of cash that 
can be swapped into higher yield- 
ing currencies is strictly*’ limited by 
authorities. 

With new banking strategies 
taking time to generate revenue, 
bankers are resigned to weaker 
1987 profits. 

Hopes for a recovery in later 
years are closely linked to pros- 
pects for a pick-up in the eco- 
nomy and renewed government 
project spending in Muscat and 
outlying regions. 

Mr. James McNie, general 
manager of Grindlays Bank, said: 
“The economic outlook remains 
heavily dependent on future oil 
demand and price trends and 
therefore short-term prospects 
may not, by historical standards, 
be particularly encouraging." 

“But Oman has been able to 
counter the impact of the world 
petroleum glut more successfully 
than many other oil producing 
countries, and given the con- 
tinuation of present policies, it 
seems likely that economic activ- 
ity will recover after the setback 
in 1986,” he added. 


Latin American debtors see new 
loans despite move by Citicorp 


MEXICO CITY (R) — Citicorp's 
decision to set aside $3 billion 
against loan losses will not neces- 
sarily lead to new loans drying 
up, and could even turn out to be 
positive, according to senior offi- 
cials from Latin American debtor 
nations. 

“It (the decision) is one that 
takes us into a new phase of the 
debt crisis that offers promise for 
improvements,” Mexico’s public 
credit director, Mr. Angel Gmr- 
ria, told Reuters in an interview. 

Citicorp, the largest U.S. bank 
bolding company, announced the 
loan loss provision Tuesday in the 
first concrete step by a U.S. bank 
toward recognition that billions 
of dollars owed by developing 
countries may not be repaid. 

Hie provision would mean a 
loss for the company of $2.5 
billion in the second quarter and 
$1 billion for all of 1987. 

Mr. Gurria described the Citi- 
corp action as an intelligent move 
to dear the debt debris. “It might 
make it tough for debtors that 
don’t make the necessary econo- 
mic adjustments, but easier for 
those that do," he said. 

He added that the next step 
was for U.S. banking regulators 
to act in a constructive way, strict 
U.S. controls having hindered 
some banks from new lending. 

Some Latin American officials 
said the Gticoip move could dar- 
ken prospects for new loans, but 
they pointed out that in any case 
new loans had been meagre de- 
spite U.S. Treasury Secretary 
James Baker’s call for new lend- 
ing as pan of his debt initiative 18 


months ago. 

Officials from Brazil and 
Argentina, meanwhile, said they 
did not expect the Gticorp move’ 
to affect adversely their coun- 
tries' continuing debt negotia- 
tions. 

Brazil's Finance Minister Luiz 
Bresser Pereira said he still ex- 
pected Gticoip, the parent of 
Ctibank, to disburse new loans 
once debt rescheduling talks were 
concluded. 

Argentina’s under-secretary 
for economic policy, Mr. Juan 
Sommer, was cautiously optimis- 
tic. “We hope the decision will 
not affect the disbursement of 
new loans that have been agreed 
on or that could be agreed with 
this country,” be said. 

“This is not the first time a 
creditor bank has made a provi- 
sion,” Mr. Sommer noted, but 
added that it ought to be taken 
seriously as Gticorp was one of 
Argentina’s main creditors. 

According to its 1986 annual 
report, Gticorp had ‘ roughly 
$4.6 billion of loans outstanding 
to Brazil at the end of last year, 
$2.8 billion to Mexico. $1.4 bil- 
lion to Argentina and $1 billion to 
Venezuela. 

Banking sources said other ma- 
jor banks would likely foQow 
Citicorp’s lead, but some said not 
all banks were sufficiently strong 
to take a loss the size of Citi- 
corp’s.

SUVA, Fiji (AP) — Fiji’s top chiefs Friday endorsed 
a military coup that toppled the elected government 
but, in a compromise, declared that the governor- 
general would run the country until elections later 
this year. 


Coup leader Lt.-Col. Sitiveni 
Rabuka announced that the 
Great Council of Chiefs, conclud- 
ing three days of meetings, de- 
creed that a 10-man committee 
would assist Governor-General 
Ratu Sir P&naia Ganilau in ruling 
the country. 

Ganilau is the appointed repre- 
sentative of Queen Elizabeth n, 
the formal head of state of this 
former British colony. 

After Col. Rabuka and other 
army personnel stormed parlia- 
ment on May 14 and took the 
prime minister and his ethnic 
Indian -dominated cabinet hos- 
tage, Ganilau refused to swear in 
the coup leader's cabinet. 

The governor-general insisted 
be, not Col. Rabuka, had the 
right to rule in the absence of the 
elected government. 

The Great Council of Chiefs 
includes more than 60 traditional 
leaders who wield considerable 


power and have a formal con- 
sultative role in government. 

Ganilau on Friday dissolved 
the month-old parliament and de- 
clared all ministerial positions 
vacant. By doing so, he appeared 
to accept the overthrow of Prime 
Minister Tlmod Bavadra, who 
was freed from house arrest 
Tuesday.

U.S. says Pakistan needs radar planes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pakis- 
tan needs U.S. early warning 
radar planes to defend its borders 
against Soviet planes that are 
chasing Afghan rebels, govern- 
ment officials have told Congress. 

“Failure to respond to Pakis- 
tan’s clear need for enhanced 
self-defence capabilities can only 
undermine the trust which forms 
the basis for our relationship,'' 
said Robert Peck, deputy assis- 
tant secretary of state for South 
Asian affairs.

PASADENA, California (AP) — 
Two Soviet spacecraft orbiting 
Mars in 1989 will send a probe 
that will tie itself with harpoons 
to the moon Phobos, and another 
to hop over the moon’s surface, a 
Soviet scientist has said. 

The two main, unmanned 
spacecraft will be launched within 
a few days of each other in Jotte 
1988 for a 400-day mission, sttid 
Viatcbeslav Linkm, a laboratory 
director at the Soviet Institute for 
Space Research in Moscow. 

They are to arrive near Mars in 
April 1989 tO'send out the first 
probe. The second probe is to be 
sent to the moon several months 
after that, Linkm said. 

Linkin’s presentation at the In- 
ternational Conference on Solar 
System Exploration came a day 
after Soviet space scientist Roald 
Krenmev outlined Soviet plans to 
launch six unmanned spacecraft 
— two each in 1992, ,1994 and 
1996 — to land one or two auto- 
mated rovers and other instru- 
ments on Mars. 

The rover or rovers are to pick 
up Martian rocks and return them 
to an orbiter for a trip back to 
Earth. It would be the first time 
chunks of another planet were 
brought back. 

The Soviet Mars Programme is 
“very large, well-executed and 
imaginative,” said California In- 
stitute of Technology planetary 
scientist Bruce Murray.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
chancellor of Austria planned to 
meet with Attorney General 
Edwin Meese III to review a 
decision barring Austrian Presi- 
dent Kurt Waldheim from the 
United States.

Large Soviet fire threatens

PEKING (R) — A large forest 
fire in foe Soviet Union is thre- 
atening to cross the border into 
China, which is already fighting 
its worst blaze in almost 40 years, 
the New China News Agency said 
Friday. 

The Soviet fire has reached foe 
150-metre-wide Ergun River that 
forms part of foe frontier, and 
was very likely to cross into foe 
Chinese region of inner Mongolia 
if the wind strengthened, the 
agency said. 

China's fire is also spreading 
our of control towards inner Mon- 
golia, official Chinese reports 
have said. 

It was not immediately clear 
how far the two fires were apart. 


The distance was unofficially esti- 
mated as at least 160 kilometres. 

The agency said foe regional 
government of inner Mongolia 
had deployed forest police to 
prevent foe Soviet fire from cros- 
sing foe Ergun and spreading to 
mountain forests.
